President Roosevelt told Congress 
today that a rider attached to an 
appropriation bill for the purpose 
of penalizing three federal 
em- 


ployes was "an unwarranted en- 
croachment upon the authority of 
both the executive and the judicial 
branches under our cohstUution" 
and in his judgment was not bind- 
ing upon them.' 


The rider was aimed at Dr. 
ert Morss Lovett, government sec- 
retary of the Virgin Islands and 
William E.'Dodd, Jr., and Good- 
win B, Watson of the Federal Com- 
munications 
Commission, whose 


political philosophies were 
ques- 


tioned by the Dies Committee in- 
vestigating Unamerican activities. 


In the final days before it took 


a summer recess, Congress added 
toe rider to an urgent deficiency 
appropriations act, which 
Mr. 


Roosevelt signed on July 12, ex- 
plaining he felt he must do so be- 
cause it carried funds essential tor 
activities of almost every govern- 
mental agency. 


The rider, which the president 


said he would have vetoed if he 
could, barred any governmental 
agency 
from employing Lovett, 


Dodd or Watson after November 
15, unless they were appointed to 
office by toe chief executive and 
confirmed by the Senate prior to 
that date. 


Mr. Roosevelt 
said today he 


wished to place on record 
"my 


view toat this provision is not only 
unwise and discriminatory but un- 
constitutional." He added: 


"Tlie supreme co.urt has defined 


a bill of attainder as "a legislative 
a.ct which inflicts punishment with- 
out judicial trial." The rider in this 
bill operates perpetually to 
dis- 


qualify three named individuals 


from holding office in their govern- 
ment unless they are nominated by 
ihe president and confirmed by the 
Senate before November 15. 


It is directed at named.individ- 


uals and not at specified statutory 
offices. No judicial trials have been 
held. No impeachment 
proceed- 


ings have been instituted. 


"This rider is an unwarranted 


encroachment upon the authority 
of both toe executive and the ju- 
dicial branches under our constitu- 
tion. It is not, in- my judgment, 
binding upon them." 


The chief executive indicated by 


his words that he had no intention 
of complying with toe congression- 
al directive or allowing any gov- 
ernment agency to do so. 


He stated there was no sugges- 


tion that Lovelt, Dodd and Watson 
had not loyally and competently
